RESOLUTION 

Subject :—^Reconstitution of the Sindhi Advisory (Conuiuttee. 

No. F. 6-1/85-D.3(L).—In pursuance of the recommenda¬ 
tions made in all India conference of Sindhi scholars and 
writers convened by the . Ministry of Education in 1972, a 
scheme for production of standard literature in Sindhi was 
prepared. The scheme was launched in 1975 by the Gov-- 
ernment of India. A Sindhi Advisory Committee consisting 
of outstanding scholars aryl academicians of Sindhi language 
was appointed. The Sindhi Advisory Committee has been 
re-constituted from time to time, ft was last re-consiituted 
in 1978. 

2. The Committee would be required to advise the Gov¬ 
ernment on the best manner for the production of academic 
and other literature in Sindhi, including bools on children’s 
literature, reference books, encyclopaedia and text-books. The 
Committee will, inter-alia, include among its members emi¬ 
nent scholars of Sindhi language. Advantage of their pre¬ 
sence on the Committee wU be taken by (be Government to 
obtain the Committee’s advice on such educational matters 
as may be referred to it. 


3. Functions : The functions of the Committee will be to 
advise the Government: 

(a) on production of literature in Sindhi, including 
books on science and other branches of modern 
knowledge, children’s literature, i-eference works, en- 
clopaedias basic text,, etc.; 

(b) on matters, concerning the promotion of Sindhi as 
ma-y be referred to it; and 

(c) to undertake such functions for the promotion of 
Sindhi as may be assigned to it by the Government 
from time to time.
